Musings from a Soon-to-Be Has-Been 



Dear Brothers and Friends of Sigma Phi Epsilon: 

I began writing a column as I sat in my hotel 
room in Chicago last October, waiting to go 
to the airport. We had just completed a joint 
meeting of the Fraternity's national commit- 
tees — Leadership, Member Development, 
Marketing and Communications, Technology, 
Recruitment, and Volunteers — and I was so 
excited that I wanted to get my thoughts down 
before they passed as the excitement would 
(old age will do that to you). 

My excitement was occasioned not just by 
the technical success of the weekend, i.e., large 
attendance, great interaction among the 
committees, good setting, great food, lots of 
laughter, and attendance at the Barry Manilow 
concert, thanks to the generosity of National 
Director and Foundation President Garry C. 
Kief, Southern California '70, but because the 
constant, consistent, unwavering theme of 
everyone was "how do we ensure a good, valid, 
challenging, and rewarding four-year experi- 
ence for our undergraduates?" 

For while there are certainly exceptions, as a 
general proposition our alumni don't commit 
their financial resources or contribute their 
time unless they have good memories of their 
undergraduate experience. Chris Minnis, 
Truman State '00, our Director of Operations, 
used a quote from Eli Neuburger, Technology 
Manager for the Ann Arbor, Michigan, 
District Library, when speaking to a group of 
librarians, that is certainly applicable to us: 

"If you don't offer them something that has 
value to them now, you're going to be irrelevant 
to them for the rest of their lives." 

The reason why we are developing a very 
organized and detailed program of recruiting, 
training, and retaining our volunteers under 
the direction of Gary Huff, Central Arkansas 
'91, and with the leadership of Phil Cox, 
Indiana '84, and the Volunteers Committee is 
not to be able to brag about how many volun- 
teers we have across the country, or to develop 
a super alumni program, but for those trained 
volunteers to do a better job of mentoring and 
guiding our undergraduate chapters. 

Our success in that endeavor will do more 
to ensure the future financial success of our 
Foundation and of increasing our pool of 
potential volunteers than any amount of 
letters, phone calls or Grand President col- 
umns could ever accomplish. 



I know that every SigEp volunteer experi- 
ences the same reaction I get on a regular basis 
from my coworkers and friends. "You're going 
to fly to California and give up your weekend? 
For what? A bunch of frat boys? Why?" 

I've given up trying to explain why I and 
countless others do what we do. For me, part 
of it is, of course, the job, the title, and what 
naturally goes with that. But, the rest, the 
thing that keeps me going, is the absolute 
conviction that this Fraternity can change lives 
for the better. If we didn't believe that, none of 
us would leave the comfort of our dens to 
venture out weeknights and weekends to help 
our undergraduate and alumni Brothers. 
Having a chapter president from a chapter 
previously on the edge of having its charter 
revoked come up to me at a CLA and tell me 
how well things are going with the chapter 
now makes it all worthwhile. 

At the Chicago meeting. Past Grand Presi- 
dent Mike Williams, U. of Memphis '69, of 
the Volunteers Committee told the group that 
of all the accolades and recognition he had 
received from the Fraternity, none had touched 
him more than a letter he received signed by all 
the undergraduate Brothers at Memphis, 
thanking him for his service to the chapter. 

At the conclusion of the meeting, Mike 
said, "It is good to be a SigEp." Would that all 
our undergraduates would say that today and 
continue to say it the rest of their lives. 

A Final Thank You 

This is my last issue of The Journal 2iS Grand 
President, and although much work remains 
to be done before the August Grand Chapter 
Conclave in Atlanta, this is my last opportu- 
nity to thank you in this column. 

I've often said that when they write the 
history of blessed and fortunate men, they 
should devote an entire chapter to me. Among 
the highest blessings is to have been called out 
to lead this great Fraternity. The office of Grand 
President is held in high respect regardless of 
who holds it at any time.

CHAPTER HOUSE PROFILES 



Washington Alpha- 
Washington State 

^ Washington Alpha 
began recolonization 
efforts in Fall, 2005, after 
having a chapter on 
campus from 1912-2003. 
The chapter closed for a 
two-year period due to 
risk management issues. 
With assistance from the 
National Housing Cor- 
poration, the chapter was able to retain its house while vacant and 
plan the appropriate fund-raising to finance needed improvements. 

™ The four-floor facility is nearly 14,000 
square feet and has capacity for 61 men. It 
includes a resident advisor apartment for the 
live-in housing manager, a full basement, 22 
study rooms and an outdoor basketball court. 

™ The improvements were designed to 
support the tenets of the Balanced Man 
Ideal and give the Brothers a source of pride. 

^ The $600,000 facility renovation was completed on budget 
in time for the beginning of the 2006 Fall semester. Improvements 
included new sprinkler and electrical systems, wireless internet, 
study lounges and upgrades such as carpeting, tile, showers, 
lighting and furnishings. New appliances were installed in the 
kitchen.

chapter houses began at Syracuse University, New York 

Alpha, in 1928. The original house and red door are pictured 

above, at what is now the Slutzker Center for International Services. 

Today, nearly every SigEp chapter home has a red door. 
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Kentucky Gamma-Kentucky Wesleyan College 

^ Built in the 1950s, this floor of a residence hall serves as the 
home of the Kentucky Gamma chapter. It has a chapter room, 
study room, and 10 bedrooms to hold about 20 men. With the 
financial help of a new alumni corporation, the floor was recently 
renovated and awarded Home of the Year for their Region. 

^ The chapter room was upgraded with hardwood laminate 
floors, new track lighting, new furniture, and a 52" flat screen TV. 

^ The study room was re-carpeted and set up with four laptops, 
making it the only 24/7 computer lab on campus. Forty chairs 
were purchased for meetings and events. 



Missouri Zeta-Southeast 
Missouri State 

^ A Residential Learning 
Community grant will fund 
the creation of a Faculty 
Fellow office and two study/ 
computer rooms in the 
Missouri Zeta facility. This 
includes new computers, 
permanent countertops, file 
cabinets and dedicated 
study areas. 

^ Other major interior projects include the renovation of a 
chapter billiards room, chapter lounge, and long-term interior 
design projects including stained glass windows, a bronze 
Balanced Man logo and crest, six 
large wood carvings, trophy cases, 
and eight French doors etched with 
the SigEp Crest. 




^ The exterior renovation includes 
adding a "Sound Body" Sports Field 
which includes a regulation size 

basketball court, tournament-size volleyball court, horseshoe 

pits, and a soccer practice field.

California-Berkeley Re-Charters on 96^^ Anniversary

After three years of hard work 
and determination as a Sigma 
Epsilon Chapter (SEC), 
Berkeley was re-chartered. 
When it lost its chapter house in 2002 
to the previous owners, Berkeley SigEp 
membership plummeted. That winter, 
the chapter surrendered its charter. In 
2003, the Fraternity recolonized 
Berkeley as a Balanced Man SEC. This 
past November, Berkeley was pleased to 
celebrate the 96th anniversary of its 
original charter and receive its new 
charter on the same night from Grand 
President Archer L. Yeatts, III, U. of 
Richmond '64. 

For two years, SigEp at Berkeley 
struggled to maintain membership and 
avoid stereotypical frat-boy activities. By 
winning the Phi Beta Kappa Wheelhouse 
Award and the Golden Circle Award, the 
SEC colony was proving its mettle. The 
chapter acquired a house in 2005 which 
spurred more progress toward a new 
charter and has reached its initial goal 
of 40 members. California Alpha will 
continue to offer the Berkeley students 
opportunities to excel in collegiate 
academic and physical activities and in 
post-graduate arenas as well. 

Living the Balanced Man Ideal 

Since 1910, Berkeley SigEp has 
combined the ideals of physical and 
mental health to promote success in all 
endeavors. Today's chapter continues 
this legacy by embracing the Balanced 
Man Program and its principles of 
Sound Mind and Sound Body. 

With an average GPA of 3.33, the 
Brothers of Berkeley never forget their 
purpose in college and eagerly pursue 
their quest for knowledge. From rap 
battles to jazz jams to comedy clubs, 
members are exposed to a variety of 
events that they may not have experi- 
enced on their own. A professor at Cal 



spoke at the SigEp 
house on political 
activism and its 
importance, and the 
Dean of Student Life 
spoke at the Balanced 
Man Scholarship 
Banquet about 
improving the relation- 
ship between the 
Greek system and 
Berkeley's residents. 

Outside the classroom, members take 
part in varsity sports, represented by 
Michael Beychok, '08, in tennis and 
Dan Lopez, '11, in football. Brothers 
also participate in intramural sports and 
other fitness activities. As top fmishers 
in both flag football and basketball. 
Brothers strive to bring together Sound 
Mind and Sound Body on the playing 
field. A recent alumnus operating a 
local nutrition store visits often to speak 
on fitness and maintaining a healthy 
diet. Group weight-lifting and martial 
arts lessons are also incorporated into 
development, as are the annual white- 
water rafting trip and Cal-Stanford 
Paintball War.

Since October, 2005, when 
Headquarters Staff members 
Richie Proud, Georgia '02, 
Lucas Freudenburg, Western 
Michigan '05, and I recruited the first 
members of the Elon University SEC, 
the chapter has been defying convention. 
This past January, the Fraternity 
welcomed back the North Carolina Mu 
chapter at Elon, representing one of the 
most rapid chartering timelines in recent 
SigEp memory. The chapter boasts 
leaders across campus in organizations 
ranging from student government to 
varsity and club athletic teams. 

The formal banquet was held at the 
Empire Room in Greensboro, North 
Carolina, and attended by Fraternity 
and University officials, chapter alumni 
and undergraduates. Grand President 
Archer L. Yeatts, III, U. of Richmond 
'64, served as installing officer for the 
re-chartering, with District Governor 
Billy Maddalon, North Carolina State 
'90, and Bryan Kaminski, Johns 
Hopkins '06, assisting. Elon University 
was represented by Assistant Director of 
Greek Life Gina Dowell, Director of 
New Student Orientation Mallory 
Anderson, and Assistant Chaplain 
Phillip Smith, North Carolina- 
Wilmington '94.

Yet, Brother 
Sawa swam 2.5 miles, hiked 75 miles 
and ran 19 miles in under ten hours to 
finish fourth out of nine from the 
United States in his 55-59 age group. 
The grueling Long-Distance World 
Triathlon Championships took place 
last November in Australia and included 
athletes from 24 nations. Despite 
rigorous qualifying criteria, 50 of 600 
participants were forced out of the race 
as they faced a mountainous course and 
extreme weather conditions. 

Athletic Abilities Began Modestly 

Sawa, a teacher in Greenwood, Indiana, 
classified himself as a mediocre athlete in 
his younger years, running hurdles in high 
school and playing multiple intramural 
sports in college. In his mid-twenties, he 
started running to improve his physical 
condition. Imagine his shock to discover, at 
age 33, that his blood pressure was danger- 
ously high. He continued to train, focused 
on a healthier diet and began running 
marathons. Eventually, he ran the Boston 
Marathon in 1990 and 1991. Sawa finally 
hit on the right combination of medication, 
exercise and proper diet to keep his blood 
pressure in check. Read more about high 
blood pressure on page 13. 

Sawa made the jump from marathons to 
triathlons when an injury forced him to 
fmd alternatives to running. He tried 
swimming and found he was barely able to 
go 35 yards. The next challenge emerged, 
and Sawa's competitive nature kicked in. 
Soon his races escalated to longer triathlons, 
including three Ironman distance races. To 
date, Mike has competed in over 10 mara- 
thons and 30 triathlons. 
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Healthy Lifestyle Comes Out of 
Chasing Physical Challenge 

While Sawa is grateful for his health and 
good blood pressure reading, it's the next 
physical challenge, the next race, that 
makes him push himself ever faster, ever 
harder. "I tell my students that every time 
you challenge yourself, you 
can take on the next 
challenge more easily. 
This habit will provide 
an invaluable life skill 
in later years." And, he 
stresses that he didn't 
start out with the goal 
of completing a 
triathlon. "I never 
dreamed I would do 
an Ironman distance 
race. It was one step at 
a time." After each race 
he wondered how he 
could go a bit faster or a 
bit farther. 

Where did that 
appetite for tackling 
challenges come from? 
"When I was a SigEp, 
we didn't say 'I can't.' 
We were very competitive with 
everything we did, and every- 
one strived to do his best." 
Brother Sawa valued the broth- 
erly support, no matter the 
circumstances, and his experience 
cemented his determination to 
face challenges and follow 
through. What makes him keep 
at it? "Twenty years ago the 
question I was determined to 
answer was 'Can I do this?' In 2007, 
the question is 'Can I still do this?'" 

The answer is: yes, he can! Sawa gets a 
lot of support from his SigEp Brothers and 
his wife of 35 years, Nancy, to keep push- 
ing. Even today, a week doesn't go by 
without talking to one of his Brothers from 
Ball State. "I know I can call any one of my

Brothers, and he would 
be right there for me if I 
needed him." 

But he also gives a lot 
of himself. He sees his 
greatest contribution to 
SigEp as supplying the 
chapter with "one of its 
best presidents, my 
son, Brian Sawa, Ball 
State '99."

When the University of Nebraska was 
accredited as a Residential Learning 
Community (RLC), we all knew some 
big changes were going take place. We 
renovated the chapter house, but we knew 
that the biggest changes weren't about 
the building. At Nebraska Alpha, we 
believe that the RLC is a way of life that 
transcends the physical chapter facility 
and is aimed at developing the Balanced 
Man. An RLC is an accredited program 
based on the residential living-learning 
concept. Its goal is to augment the frater- 
nal experience with an academic focus 
beyond the classroom.

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High Blood Pressure: 
A Ouestion of Control

Hypertension, high blood pressure, occurs 
when the heart produces too much force as 
it pumps blood through your system. The 
increased pressure can damage arterial walls 
and the heart itself The higher your blood 
pressure, the greater your chance of a heart 
attack, stroke, congestive heart failure, 
kidney disease, and possibly dementia. 

Track your Blood 
Pressure Over Time 

How do you know if you have high 
blood pressure? You probably don't, unless 
your doctor has diagnosed it. A diagnosis 
may need to be based on more than a one- 
time snapshot of your blood pressure. Have 
your blood pressure checked a number of 
times in different environments to give you 
an accurate indication of your readings 
over time. 

Blood pressure is measured with a cuff 
that applies external pressure to identify 
the point where your body produces 
enough force to push blood past the 
restriction. Normal blood pressure is about 
120mmHg/80mmHg. The first number 
represents the pressure in your cardiovascu- 
lar system during a contraction of your 
heart, and the second number is the pres- 
sure when the system is at rest, or between 
beats. Hypertension occurs when the 
pressure is above l40mmHg/90mmHg. 
When the first number is between 120 and 
139 or the second number is between 80 
and 89, this is called prehypertension, and 
it indicates hypertension is likely without 
lifestyle changes. 

Blood pressure is adversely affected by 
sedentary lifestyle, excess weight/body fat, 
smoking, and high fat foods. Elevated 
blood pressure was considered a middle age 
condition, but its prevalence 
in younger adults has 
increased as high fat diets and 
lower activity levels mean 
more cases of prehypertension 
and hypertension. 



Don't Let Hypertension 
Hold You Back 

If you know you have prehypertension 
or hypertension, you can take action to 
reduce your numbers. Mike Sawa, Ball 
State '73, learned he had high blood 
pressure at the age of 33. Changes in 
lifestyle allowed him to proactively manage 
his blood pressure. He took up running to 
increase his activity level and reduce body 
fat. Eventually he combined his fitness 
regimen and the right medication to main- 
tain healthy blood pressure readings over 
time. Sawa recently competed in the 
World Triathlon Championship in Austra- 
lia, representing the US in the 55-59 age 
group. See page 11. 

Getting your blood pressure checked 
regularly is an excellent way to manage 
your cardiovascular health. If you are 
diagnosed with prehypertension or hyper- 
tension, get active. Low level aerobic 
activity like walking, swimming or cycling 
can produce significant positive results. 
Decrease the amount of fat in your diet, 
especially saturated fats and trans-fats. Lose 
some weight. Throw away your salt shaker. 
And, if you smoke, stop.

Ludacris Talks Coast-to-Coast about YouthAIDS

At the 2005 Conclave, Sigma 
Phi Epsilon and YouthAIDS 
agreed to a ten-year partner- 
ship, engaging chapters across 
the country in the fight against HIV/ 
AIDS. By 2007, 75 chapters fiom every 
region had hosted educational events to 
raise awareness and funds for more than 
60 YouthAIDS country programs world- 
wide. SigEp raised over $215,000 between 
2004 and 2006 for YouthAIDS. 

This past Fall, YouthAIDS launched 
the "A7r^A/(?'' Campaign. Sponsored 
by Virgin and Levi's, the ''Kick Me" 
Campaign was a radical yet easy way for 
college students to become involved with 
YouthAIDS. Youth Ambassadors Emmy 
Rossum and Ludacris promoted the 
campaign, which was based on the prank 
of sticking a "Kick Me" sign on another's 
back without their knowledge. It symbol- 
izes the 90% of those infected with HIV/ 
AIDS who may not know it. 

Ludacris spent the week leading up to 
World AIDS Day (December 1) traveling 
from coast to coast, visiting UCLA, 
Northwestern, Columbia, and George 
Washington. Prior to Ludacris' visit to 
George Washington on World AIDS Day, 
the District of Columbia Alpha chapter 
decided to sponsor the event. With help 



from family, friends, sorori- 
ties, and the Kiehl's College 
Challenge, this chapter alone 
raised $30,000 for the cam- 
paign. They opened Ludacris' 
event to the public, offering 
free tickets to those who 
registered for the ''Kick Me" 
Campaign. Over 400 students, 
professors, press members, 
and community leaders 
attended this open forum. 
One in 20 Washington, DC, 
residents is HIV positive. 
George Washington's com- 
mitment to the cause is far 
from over. Next year, the 
chapter expects to raise even more for 
YouthAIDS. 

At the UCLA chapter, members of 
Kappa Kappa Gamma and Alpha Phi 
sororities were also invited to the 
discussion. Ludacris' mood conveyed 
the seriousness of the AIDS issue while 
welcoming questions and open dialogue. 

Ludacris emphasized that safe sex and 
the use of protection are essential. He 
emphatically stated that unprotected sex 
is not the cool thing to do and is very 
dangerous. This message was particularly

effective coming from Ludacris because of 
its contrast to the reputation of the rap 
industry for promoting promiscuity and 
carelessness. Students were impressed that 
Ludacris had risen above stereotypes and 
was advocating the opposite behavior of 
many of his peers. 

The UCLA Chapter presented Ludacris 
with a "Rush SigEp" shirt, and he posed 
for photos with students. Participants left 
the event with a better grasp of the AIDS 
problem and some excellent advice from a 
great role model.

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Pennsylvania Undergraduate Publishes 
Politics Book for Young People

It's not every day that you hear that 
a fellow SigEp has had a book 
published, let alone one who's still 
in college. But, Taylor Buley, 
Pennsylvania '07, has done just that. His 
book. The Fresh Politics Reader, is described 
on its jacket as "a libertarian tool for seeing 
past the stale politics of statism," and the 
subtitle describes its aim, which is to make 
"current events and public affairs relevant 
to young Americans." 

Available on Amazon.com, the Reader 
is thought-provoking and provides an 
original perspective on the politics of 
government today while urging readers to 
actively stand up for their own opinions. 
The language is easy accessible and gives 
the reader insight into Buley 's original 
perspective about key political issues such 
as affirmative action, abortion and the 
death penalty. 

The Journal talked with Buley to learn 
about his book and his writing process. 

Journal: What inspired and compelled 
you to write a book about politics? 
Buley: I got in contact with my 
publisher initially by pestering him about 
putting out a book that targeted young 
Americans. I complained that politicians 



generally ignore the opinions and interests 
of young people, and he responded to me 
by asking if I wanted to write it. 

/; What targeted approaches or ideas 
did you use to appeal to young people? 

TB: Forced to compete with television 
and the Internet, most publishers are 
terrified of targeting books to young 
people. The truth is that they just don't 
know how to reach them. One of the ways 
I tried to appeal to a younger audience 
was by writing in self-contained, digestible 
chapters. You can pick up the book, look 
at the index and start it at whatever chap- 
ter interests you the most. That way, you 
can come away with relevant information 
even if you don't have time to read the 
whole book. 

/; What kind of responses are you 
getting from the book? 

TB: I have to admit that the response 
has been surprising. I'm finding a lot of 
older people are reading my book. People 
keep telling me that more people should 
be doing what I do. 

/; How did you manage to get this done 
while you were still in school?

Young said that the 
benefit concert was one of the biggest 
events a fraternity has held at Northwest 
Missouri State. "With that and other 
events, we raised around $3,000 in a 
semester" to help Baier pay for medical bills. 

In addition to raising money. Young and 
Baier also did work for the Missouri Coali- 
tion for Lifesaving Cures, proponents of 
Amendment 2 in Missouri, which allows 
researchers to use embryonic stem cells to 
find cures for life threatening diseases. Young

and Baier collected 250,000 signatures over 
six months to put the amendment on the 
ballot and encouraged voters to support it. 

The Amendment passed in November. 
Young said that the most rewarding thing 
about the whole experience was helping out 
a fellow Brother in a time of need. Baier 
was also grateful for all the help with the 
campaign and the concert. "The chapter 
has been great," he said. 

"We all have people in our lives who we 
are closer to than others," Young said. 
"Fraternities are no exception. What is 
different with a fraternity is that, when one 
of us is in need, we know that our Brothers 
will be there to lift us up. Trenton was in 
my pledge class. We took an oath when we 
joined SigEp, and that meant I would be 
there for them no matter what. And I know 
they would be there for me." 

Baier now lives in Kansas City with 
another Brother, and he keeps in touch with 
his Brothers who are available to help him 
out. "Everyone is staying involved," he said. 

Young has been shaped by helping Baier. 
"Trenton has shown me not to give up. I 
don't know if I could be as strong if I was in 
his situation," he said. "You have to have an 
attitude base of resilience. People often say 
never give up,' and move on. Trenton lives it."

Bringing on Renaissance Brothers

Christopher Newport has initiated five Renaissance 
Brothers, and we've come up with a workable approach 
to bringing them into our chapter. Hopefully these tips 
will encourage you to tap into the great men in your 
community who would make our Brothers proud. 

1 . Hold a meeting with the potential Brother and 
several prominent members of the chapter and/or 
AVC about the offer of membership. Inform him of 
the duties and responsibilities of membership just 
like you would a potential recruit. 

2. If the candidate accepts, complete the Renais- 
sance of Brotherhood Membership form (available 
at www,sigep,org) and return to headquarters with 
the $25 initiation fee. I recommend that the chap- 
ter or AVC pay this fee. Then, headquarters will 
send the chapter its membership materials for the 
new Brother (LROB, card, certificate, etc.) 

3. Next you have two options: 

One-Day Option: Set a date with the candidate 
to perform the entire Ritual in one day (including 
the Declaration, Sigma, Phi, Epsilon, and Brother 
Mentor Rites of Passage). I recommend that you 
spend time with the candidate beforehand to 
teach him about the Fraternity. You could also do 
this after the Rites. This helps Brothers who have 
limited time. 

Extended Ritual Option: Perform the Declara- 
tion and Sigma ROP as soon as possible. Then 
assign a mentor (a senior undergraduate or AVC 
member) who will work with the new Brother to 
help them learn more about the Fraternity (history, 
leadership continuum, etc). As their understanding 
increases, schedule and conduct the other Rites. 
This approach aligns with the Balanced Man pro- 
gram and can help the new Brother understand the 
development program better. 

The most important objective is to make them feel 
welcome and show them the great opportunities the 
Fraternity has to offer at this stage in their life. The 
Fraternity will reap the benefits of that effort as these 
exemplary men begin to invest in your chapter and 
your Brothers. 
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Brother Named to 2008 Space 
Mission to Repair Hubble

Drew Feustel, Purdue '89, 
will join four crew members 
on a $900 million mission 
to repair and enhance the 
Hubble Space telescope in 2008. The 
mission will enable the orbiting 
observatory to continue to "return 
amazing information about the universe 
back to us," he says. Brother Feustel's 
role? Spacewalker. He will be one of the 
astronauts floating in space to execute 
adjustments and repairs once the 
telescope is retrieved with the Shuttle's 
robotic arm and docked in the cargo bay. 

Prior to joining NASA in 2000, 
Feustel was a geophysicist for Exxon in 
Houston and worked in the mining 
industry in Canada, where he put his 
degrees in earth science, geophysics and 
seismology to good use. When Feustel 
decided to move beyond the earth's 
atmosphere, he applied to the space 
program, along with 3,500 others, for 
one of five open slots. 



"They do consider your experience 
and education," Feustel explains, "but 
they also have to consider your capacity 
to interface with and operate spacecraft 
hardware and vehicles." His lifelong 
interest in speeding down the street in 
everything from go-carts to motorcycles 
finally materialized in his day job, as 
Feustel and his crewmates fly in T-38 
Air Force training jets to add muscle to 
their spatial orientation skills. Right 
now, Feustel is spending time in the 
"Neutral Buoyancy Lab," a giant pool 
that helps the astronauts experience 
weightlessness through the perfect 
combination of water and pressurized 
space suits. Practice in operating the 
shuttle machinery and rugged wilder- 
ness trips to bond the crew together in 
harsh conditions round out Feustel's 
training for the mission.

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Logistics Professor Publishes 
First Text on RFID Metrics

Ever wonder how your toll 
transponder works, that 
seemingly magical box that 
makes the toll gate open as 
you approach and then docks your 
account for the proper amount? The 
magician is radio frequency identifica- 
tion, or RFID, technology, which uses 
radio waves to automatically identify 
people or objects. Generally, RFID is a 
microchip that stores an identifying 
serial number and is connected to an 
antenna. Together, they send a signal 
that can be read by computers. From 



first to outline a detailed method for 
analyzing and deciding if RFID will 
work for various organizations. It ex- 
plains how to develop new metrics and 
demonstrates a business "war game" for 
exploring RFID. 

After 30 years of analyzing logistics 
and combat systems for the Department 
of Defense, Brother Hedgepeth came to 
the Logistics Department at the Univer- 
sity of Alaska-Anchorage and now 
serves as its Chair. Hedgepeth has been 
writing and teaching about RFID for 
several years and began to see the possi-

bar codes to pet id chips, RFID tech- 
nology is working its way into the 
world's supermarkets and warehouses. 
And, Professor Oliver Hedgepeth, 
Barton College '67, is helping organi- 
zations determine if RFID is right for 
them with his newly-published text 
RFID Metrics: Decision Making Tools for 
Todays Supply Chains. The book is the 



bilities for this technology, particularly 
in the area of transportation. "I began 
the book about three years ago as a 
primer for my undergraduate students," 
he says. Then it evolved into a graduate- 
level booklet. Eventually, the editor of 
an industry publication asked him to 
write the book after hearing him speak 
at a conference on RFID at MIT. 




Professor Oliver Hedgepeth's new text on RFID 
technology is published by CRC Press and 
available in bookstores or at amazon.com.

Hedgepeth recalls the significant 
influence SigEp had on him as an 
undergraduate at what was then called 
Atlantic Christian College (ACC): 
"When a SigEp walked into a classroom 
or the cafeteria, heads turned. They 
were the most respectful, and respected, 
men I had ever seen and had direction 
of where they were headed in life, not 
just on campus." He makes a point to 
reach out to other fraternity men on 
his campus and lets them know how 
important it is to have a plan. "I tell 
them to always have a two-, five- and 
ten-year plan in their head of where 
they are going. That advice was given 
to me back at ACC and has made all 
the difference." 




B.M. ''Mack'' Rankin Inducted into McCombs Hall of Fame at Texas 



This past November, B.M. "Mack" 
Rankin, Texas '50, was inducted into the 
McCombs School of Business Hall of Fame 
at the University of Texas.

Three SigEps recently worked together 
on Mike Beebe's successful campaign 
for Governor in Arkansas. The Wall 
Street Journal dubbed it one of the 
"most hotly contested" gubernatorial 
races in the country. Former Attorney 
General of Arkansas Beebe maintained 
a substantial lead over former 
Congressman and Undersecretary of 
Homeland Security Asa Hutchinson 
throughout the campaign and won by 
14 percentage points, (55% versus 41%). 

The charge was led by Campaign 
Manager Chris Masingill, Texas 
Wesleyan '96, who managed one of the 
largest grassroots efforts the state has 
ever seen and helped to shatter state 
fundraising records with $6 million 
raised. Masingill has served as the 
Deputy Finance Director for Blanch 
Lincoln's '98 Senate Campaign, Execu- 
tive Director for the Democratic Party 
of Arkansas and as District Director for 
Congressman Mike Ross of Arkansas. 
As an undergraduate, he served as the 
Vice President of Member Develop- 
ment and President of the Student 
Government Association. 



Masingill was joined by junior staffers 
J.D. Lowery, Arkansas '06, and Evan 
Tanner, Central Arkansas '01. Lowery, 
former president of Arkansas Alpha and 
Interfraternity Council President at 
Arkansas, served as a Communications 
Research Assistant/Field Organizer. 
Tanner is a former Recruitment Chair 
for Arkansas Zeta who, as a District 
Field Organizer, supervised organizing 
efforts for a large Arkansas county. 

Their SigEp experiences as under- 
graduates prepared them for this great 
challenge, but it was an instant trust 
and respect that allowed Masingill, 
Lowery and Tanner to discover that 
brotherhood transcends their respective 
chapters and time. They carry those 
lessons with them as they continue their 
work for the people of Arkansas in the 
Governor's Office.

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Creating the Mome

Momentum is defined as "the power or strength of force gained by motion or through 
the development of events." Sigma Phi Epsilon has always tried to create and sustain 
positive momentum since its inception as a Fraternity that would be different. Innovative 
ideas, and the courage to implement those ideas, have fueled SigEp's meteoric rise to the 
top of the fraternity world. 

One of SigEps most revolutionary ideas is the Balanced Man Program (BMP). This 
year marks the 15 th anniversary of the program. In 1991, former Grand President 
Donald C. McCleary, Texas '71, took a mandate from the undergraduate delegates to 
Grand Chapter, held that year in Washington, DC, to create a new kind of development 
program designed to build better Brothers and leaders, not better pledges. That concept 
was actualized by a committee of volunteer leaders and staff from across America chaired 
by another former Grand President, Frank J. Ruck, Jr., Michigan '46, who pioneered 
the ideals and structure for what is now known as the Balanced Man Program. Those 
committee members crafted the continuous development process taking undergraduates 
through four challenges (Sigma, Phi, Epsilon and Brother Mentor) in a way that would 
allow members to explore and engage with themselves, the Fraternity, their college or 
university and their community. They could only imagine how successful their concept 
would become, one that other fraternities, and even sororities, are now striving to emulate. 
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Positive Momentum for Many 

The BMP has created positive 
momenturQ for many chapters. Tennessee 
Zeta at Lambuth College was recently 
highlighted in their local newspaper for 
service projects that stemmed from their 
BMP. The upperclassmen at Pennsylva- 
nia Theta of Carnegie Mellon University 
are more engaged with the Fraternity 
than ever now that the BMP provides 
them with an avenue to mentor younger 
members and give them experiential 
learning opportunities. Penn State's 
Pennsylvania Eta Chapter converted to 
the BMP and has since reclaimed its 
place at the top of their Greek commu- 
nity, winning IFC chapter of the year. 
Our newest BMP chapters at Cornell, 
Baylor, St. Mary's and Florida Gulf 
Coast are realizing just how much

difference this program can make on 
recruitment and operations. 

As of today, 202 chapters run the BMP. 
Those that run the program properly are 
among SigEp s finest chapters and among 
the best fraternities in the country: strong 
in manpower, retention, programming, 
operations, and member development. 
Those chapter members also hold the 
values and Cardinal Principles of the 
Fraternity very closely to their hearts. 
We could review dozens of success stories 
about the BMP. As a practical matter, 
we'll look closely at two.

A Tale of Two Chapters 

The power of the BMP is clearly 
seen through the story of two chapters 
that run the program to near perfection: 
New Hampshire Alpha at Dartmouth 
College and Illinois Alpha at the 
University of Illinois. Although the two 
schools and the two Greek communities 
are very different, the two chapters 
have seen similar results since their 
implementation of the BMP. 

Dartmouth College 

Dartmouth was one of the pilot 
schools to implement the BMP back in 
1992. The chapter (and the Greek 
community) was in disarray because of 
steps the college was taking towards 
abolishing Greek Life altogether. That 
says something for a school that has 
hosted fraternities since 1841, and a 



Sigma Phi Epsilon chapter since 1909! 
SigEp was on the brink of dissolution 
because of declining membership. Many 
of the best male students at Dartmouth 
avoided joining fraternities, and 
Dartmouth leaders realized that some- 
thing significant needed to change if 
they were going to attract those men 
and make their chapter experience 
more meaningful. 

After much discussion at the National 
Fraternity with then-Grand President 
Bruce Hasenkamp, Dartmouth '60, 
and others, Dartmouth unanimously 
voted to adopt the BMP, and they saw 
results almost immediately. Quality 
individuals (men who espoused and 
lived out the Cardinal Principles and 
Sound Mind and Sound Body ideal) 
were attracted to SigEp's new develop- 




ment process. Chapter Counselor 
Carey Heckman, Dartmouth '76, 
recalled that a chapter report from early 
1993 said the program enjoyed "an 
overwhelmingly positive initial reaction 
among recruits" mainly because of the 
program's emphasis on leadership, 
service learning, and experience-based 
learning. 

Also attractive was the elimination of 
pledging. Most men who joined New 
Hampshire Alpha had no interest in 
Dartmouth's "conventional fraternities." 
The members of New Hampshire Alpha 
were able to recruit quality men, and a 



lot of them. The chapter went from 
recruiting fewer than 1 men a year in 
the early 90s to recruiting 30 or more 
consistently. Membership has risen to 
just over 90 quality men. Equally as 
important, the chapter has been able to 
retain those quality men by delivering on 
their promise to continuously challenge 
them and develop them into leaders. 
Heckman notes that "we are the largest 
fraternity at Dartmouth while being 
among the most selective. Our members 
are students and leaders with a wide 
variety of backgrounds and interests." 

"The program has also created strong 
fraternal bonds among chapter members 
that differ significantly from many of 
those who belonged to SigEp before the 
BMP. There is almost no attrition. It is 
impossible to believe that this kind of 
turnaround and continued success would 
be remotely possible without the BMP," 
Heckman says. The momentum gener- 
ated by the chapter has gotten 



inate 



noticed by administrators at 
Dartmouth College. Dartmouth has 
often been praised by college administra- 
tors for its bold initiative, operational 
excellence, and leadership in the Greek 
community. 

University of Illinois 

There was a time when University of 
Illinois lost their positive momentum. 
Illinois Alpha was not only on the brink 
of closing, it actually did close in 1996 
because of lack of performance. The 
University allowed the chapter to return 
earlier than originally scheduled partly 
because of the BMP and its potential to 
revolutionize member development. 
Members and volunteers credit the 
program with helping the chapter rise 
from the ashes and achieve prominence 
at the largest Greek community (63

fraternities, 38 sororities) in the nation. 

Much Uke Dartmouth, the members 
of IlUnois Alpha saw the strength in 
being different, especially when it came 
to recruitment. One big difference is 
that, since members can advance 
through the different BMP challenges 
individually, there are no structural 
limits to when the chapter can recruit 
new members. Balanced Man Steward 
Chris Dillion, Illinois '03, a founding 
father of the re-colonized chapter, noted 
how that difference played out: "Year- 
round recruitment is the cornerstone of 
the Balanced Man Program and we saw 
this as a distinct competitive advantage 
at our traditional Greek campus, where 
most other fraternities are stuck in 
Fall-only efforts." That year-round 
recruitment effort is significantly 
enhanced for SigEps because they use 
the program itself as the main product 
they sell to recruits. "Illinois Alpha 
uses the BMP as the hallmark of their 
recruitment efforts, attracting men that 
desire more out of their college 
experience... it allows us to attract the 
right men, which in turn strengthens 
the program and the chapter." 

Former Chapter President Jeff 
Harden, Illinois '07, added "recruits 
join SigEp because they know the BMP 
will make them better men." The chap- 
ter has grown to 160 members (#1 on 
campus) while maintaining a chapter 
GPA of 3.39 (#2 on campus), and 



boasts dozens of leaders in campus 
organizations. They have the lowest 
attrition rate on campus, and achieve 
nearly 100% acceptance rate from the 
bids they give out. Illinois Alphas success 
is based on four things according to 
Ave Vice President D. Shawn 
Dalgleish, Illinois '80: "Simply 
put, the chapter identifies and recruits 
men that will benefit from the BMP 
experience, effectively conveys how the 
BMP fits into their goals of a successful 
college career, secures their membership, 
and continually challenges them to reach 
new heights through creative Sound 
Mind and Sound Body programming 
and expectations." Chapter leaders also 
acknowledge that the expectation of 
upperclassmen to stay engaged and 
involved through mentoring opportuni- 
ties and targeted programs for members 
in the Epsilon and Brother Mentor 
challenges has provided stability and 
strength to the chapter. 

Illinois Alpha has found a seamless 
connection between the BMP and their 
Residential Learning Community pro- 
gram. The learning environment and 
opportunities created by the RLC are 
used by chapter members to fulfill some 
of their challenge expectations. They are 
also the first chapter at the University of 
Illinois to host an accredited class in 
their fraternity house — a class taught by 
Faculty Fellow, Ray Zielinski, Ph.D., 
which includes several SigEp members. 



The key ingredients to a 
successful BMP 

while the successes of both of these 
chapters are powerful statements of the 
momentum that the BMP can provide, 
it should be noted that both Dartmouth 
and Illinois have overcome obstacles 
along the way. Indeed, most chapters 
struggle with many of the same issues 
when it comes to the BMP. But the best 
ones learn how to conquer them. The 
program needs all of its key components 
to function properly: 

• year-round recruitment 

• strong commitment to the Ritual 
and values of the Fraternity 

• individual-based progress through 
the challenges 

• single-tiered membership with 
no hazing 

• opportunities to mentor and 

be mentored at various stages of 
the program 

• continuous Sound Mind and Sound 
Body programming

Leaving out any of these compo- 
nents can slow or even stop the 
momentum a chapter has created. 
Heckman emphasized the importance 
of "an accurate and continuously 
refreshed understanding of the 
BMP's core values, purpose, and 
principles" among recruits, all 
members, volunteers and alumni. 
That is needed for the program to 
be successful in the long run. 

SigEp expects to add to the 
momentum of the BMP by upgrading 
and creating new resources for chap- 
ters, many of them online. An online 
resource center and tracker will soon 
be available. Challenge coordinators. 
Vice Presidents of Development and 
chapter members will be able to view 
their progress and review more detailed 
information on programming ideas.

ost chapters have a Brother whose 
name is instantly recognized by 
SigEps from his era. Some chapters are 
fortunate enough to have a Brother 
who volunteers for years on the Alumni 
and Volunteer Corporation. Kevin K. 
"Skip" Willenbrock, Colorado '81, was 
both for the Colorado Alpha Chapter. 

Also known as "Bear," Skip was one 
of three SigEp Willenbrock brothers 
including Alan E "Puck" Willenbrock, 
Colorado '83, and H. C. "Tad" 
Willenbrock III, Colorado '83. 

A campus and chapter leader as an 
undergraduate. Skip loved the Frater- 
nity and was well known and admired 
by Brothers throughout the 1970s, 80s 
and 90s. Upon graduation he joined the 
ranks of local volunteers in Boulder, 
where he served as the AVC President 
for over ten years, right up through the 
painful closing of the chapter in 1994. 

While the chapter was dormant, he 
carefully preserved its memorabilia, 
including the original chapter roster 
from the first roll books in 1904. After 
a valiant fight with esophageal cancer, 
he died on October 1, 2006, and Colo- 
rado Alpha Brothers from all eras are 
ensuring his legacy is preserved. 

Shortly after Skip's memorial, Chris 
Bittman, Colorado '85, approached 
the Willenbrock family about establish- 
ing a scholarship in Skip's honor. They 
generously committed $25,000, and 
soon the news spread to other SigEps 
via email. A goal of $50,000 was set to 
permanently endow four scholarships 
for the undergraduates. 

Within a month donors gave over 
$36,000 for the scholarship. Some of 
the donors were relatives of the fam- 
ily, and some, like Doug Morrison,

Colorado '33, never met Skip but 
were inspired by his commitment. 

The Willenbrock Endowment even 
prompted Kent B. Hickman, Colorado 
'61, to establish an additional endow- 
ment to help Colorado Alpha Brothers. 

Alan Willenbrock noted, "Bear's best 
life-long friends were from the SigEp 
house. He embodied all that SigEp 



stands for: a scholar, an athlete, and a 
community volunteer, and he will be 
missed by all of his SigEp family." 

Over half of the donations were made 
online at www, sigep foundation, org. 
Donors specified the Willenbrock 
endowment when they made their gift, 
and many had their gifts matched by 
their companies. For 42 donors, this 
was their first gift to the SigEp Educa- 
tional Foundation. 

Dedication of a memorial plaque at 
the house is scheduled for Colorado's 
homecoming on September 29, 2007, 
and donations are still being accepted 
for the Willenbrock Scholarship. Please 
vis it www, sigepfoundation, org/ dona- 
tions.

Bill Schreyer is chairman emeritus and former CEO 
of Merrill Lynch & Co. He is also a past president of 
Penn State's Board of Trustees, where he and his wife 
Joan endowed the Schreyer Honors College in 1997. 
Curt Carlson founded the Carlson Companies and 
Radisson Hotels. The Carlson School of Management 
at the University of Minnesota is named for him.

n 2005, Brother Grayson made a commit- 
ment of $460,000 to the Foundation in 
the form of a charitable remainder annuity trust. 
This money is invested with Bessemer Trust, which 
manages the Foundation's assets, and provides a 
monthly income for his cousin throughout her life 
and then will yield the remainder as a one-time gift.

Grayson began giving to 
the Sigma Phi Epsilon 
Educational Foundation 
in 1969 with a $10 gift. 
He made his first major 
gift with a $150,000 
commitment to the Campaign for the Heart.

I also get a call from my home chapter and help 
them with some housing funds they need from 
time to time," Brother Grayson said.

f you've been to Conclave, you've seen him 
there. At a CLA or the Ruck Leadership 
Institute, he's faciUtating or talking to groups of 
Brothers, old and young. Past Grand President 
and Order of the Golden Heart recipient John 
W. Hartman, Missouri-Columbia '61, is not 
only one of the SigEp's most visible alumni, he 
is one of its most loyal. For the past 38 years he's 
contributed to the Educational Foundation 
because of the impact it makes in the leadership 
development of our Brothers. 

And John would know better than most; he's been 
there since the very beginning of SigEp leadership 
programs. 

In the early 1960s he was a young professional out 
to conquer corporate America. And his Fraternity 
called. Then Grand President Bedford Black, Wake 
Forest '41, asked him to come to Conclave. He did 
and got hooked. He volunteered to be District 
Governor. In 1964, the Fraternity formed the 
National Leadership Committee with a simple goal: 
to become the leader in the fraternity world; leader- 
ship education and training must take place for 
Brothers on a national basis. Soon the National 
Leadership Academies were born, and to John, the 
push for leadership was exciting. He could see the 
positive impact it had on our Brothers. 

Just a few years later, membership in fraternities 
plummeted due to the Vietnam War and the counter- 
culture popular on campus. With revenues impacted, 
J. Edward Zollinger, William & Mary '27, directed 
resources from the Educational Foundation into the 
leadership development of Sigma Phi Epsilon. Now 
those needs of our Brothers could be met by contribu- 
tions from alumni and friends of the Fraternity. 

According to John, "I had an opportunity to help 
make the world a better place by working to see that 
members of our Fraternity are given the tools early in 
life to achieve their potential and have a positive 
influence. So when Zolly asked alumni to get things 
started, no was not an option. Now 38 years later

Chapters that do not live up to the ideals of Sigma Phi Epsilon 
bring dishonor and disgrace to our name. The Journal reports 
these stories to inform its readers and to show that actions 
have consequences. 

Florida Epsilon, Florida State University 

Reason: Hazing 

Actions: Chapter Suspended 

Florida State University police investigating suspicious activities 
at an off-campus residence arrested four FSU students on hazing 
charges. The ongoing criminal investigation is examining reports 
and statements of 3 1 alleged hazing victims, members of Sigma Phi 
Epsilon, who were being held in a crawl space under the residence — a 
private residence, not the chapter house facility. Police dispatched 
officers to the chapter house to arrest the chapter president, but 
found he was away for a weekend IPC leadership retreat. 

No injuries were reported, but the National Board of Directors, 
in conjunction with the university administration, immediately 
suspended the chapter. An Alumni Advisory Council has been 
empanelled to conduct a membership review of any of the 97 



chapter members who wish to continue to be members. The AAC 
will decide whether to invite back a core group to reorganize and 
restart the chapter with a commitment to substantive changes to 
become a valued partner in FSU's educational mission. The chapter 
had 47 members above 3.0 GPA, and four with 4.0 GPAs — usually 
strong indicators of a chapter's potential to improve. The chapter 
has 1,757 total initiated members. 

Florida Mu, University of Central Florida 

Reason: Hazing 
Action: Chapter Closed 

A new member at our Central Florida chapter was reportedly 
injured during a timed exercise activity at an off-campus rural 
property. An investigation revealed potential hazing activities in the 
chapter's programming. The Fraternity explored options with the 
university to realign the 123-man chapter which has 971 total 
initiated members. In light of two prior high-profile fraternity 
hazing incidents at other UCF fraternities with intense media 
attention, we successfully negotiated closure of the chapter while 
protecting the house for our eventual return to campus. The house 
will be leased to a sorority in the meantime.

Kansas '78 

SigEp at Kansas is undertaking a major addition and 
renovation, seeking to continue to build on a tradition in 
place since 1923. "We seek men of the highest caliber to 
join our brotherhood. We look for only those men who 
meet rigorous standards in both body and mind," said founding 
member James Naismith, '23. "Our goal is to recruit and form our 
men to be useful and productive adults." Those 
words rang true when Naismith said them 75 
years ago. They still hold for the members of 
Kansas Gamma today as it launches its Capital 
Campaign, KUSigEpNow! Naismith was 
Kansas' first athletic director, and, oh yes, may 
be remembered best as the inventor of basketball 
and co-founder of the National Association of 
Intercollegiate Athletics. 

SigEp has a proud history at Kansas. Kansas 
Gamma was forced to sell its first chapter house 
as a result of declining membership during World War II as many 
KU men served their country. A new house, opened in 1949 in 
Lawrence, Kansas, was a state-of-the-art facility for the times. Only 
once, due to a serious fire in 1988, have the men of Kansas Gamma 
been called on to raise funds. 

The unique design of the KU facility increases its size by 5,200 
square feet, or about 40%. The addition will include a large, 
naturally lit library/living room, 1 1 new, well appointed, two-man 
study rooms, and a beautiful interior open-air courtyard with an 
overlooking balcony. As the chapter moves toward Residential 
Learning Community (RLC) status, the renovated chapter facility 
will continue to advance its state-of-the-art technology (hardware 
and software), educational conferencing facilities, and links to 
University programming. The Chapter will further support the 
principles of the RLC by working with campus faculty and 
instructors to build its mentoring programs.

"We have so many great alumni members," says Seuferling. "The 
traditions of KU SigEp and the strength of our alumni base make 
us realize how important it is for us to continually build our 
resources for future generations. That is what will make this 
campaign a success."
